This vessel reserved Its fire for a few moments, until

tbe mm should get well on. The Atlanta fired, lo all,eight shots, none of which struck tke Weebawken.
Captain Rodger* sighted the first gun (fifteen-inch),whicb took effect on tbe pilothouse, and shattered M

rather effectually. Tbe second shot struck Juat aft tba
piloth un, oa tba aide, about eighteen Inches below tbe
upper deck, passing through and into the pilot house and
thence completely through tbe opposite aide of tbe house,killing two pilots and wounding another man. Tbe third
shot struck art on tbe water line, crushing in tbe Teasel's
mail and wounding twelve and killing on* on tbe gun deck
with splinters. Another shot pseud through tba amok*alack.
Ik* aocood shot, which killed the pilots, of

course rendered tbe ram almost helpless, and beforeshe could he commanded again aba swung around
and grounded.

November, 1861 She baa beer, closely watched ever
tinea, and ua in th# case of tbe Naabvilla, the long and
ceaseless vigilance of my officers has been rewarded.
The Atlanta Is now In Port Royal, under the American
flag, having unaided steamed Into this harbor from Warlaw.
The department will notice in tbis event how well CaptainRodger* has sustained his distinguished reputation,

and added to the list of the brilliant services which ho
has rendered to the country during tbe rebellion. It will
be my doty to recapitulate those services which have
taken plaoe during his connection with my command In
another communication.
Commander Downes, with bis nana! gallantry, moved

as rapidly as posafbl* towards the enemy, reserving hie
fire nntll be oould get Into close aetleo, out lost the opportunity,from the brief nature of tbe engagement, of usingbis battery.

JSill.I hare the honor to report that this morning, at
len miontes past four, an iron-clad vessel was discovered
somlng down at the month of Wilmington rtrer, also two
»ther atearaers, one a aldewheei and the other s propeller; beet to quarters and commenced clearing the ahip
for action. At twenty minutes past four stripped the
cable and steamed slowly down towards the northeast
and nf Warsaw Island. At thirty miontes past four
turned and stood up the sonnd, heading for tho Iron clad,
whiob at tbla time was discovered to have tho rebel
flag flying. The Nahnnt, having no pilot, followed
in our wake. At five minutes of Ave tho eremv. being
about one and a half miles distant, fired a rule shot,
which passed across our stern end struck near the
Nabart.
At this tlmo the enemy was lying acrocc the channel,

waiting our attack. At a quaater past Ore o'clock, being
distant from him about three hundred yards, wo com.
menccd firing. At half-peat Ave o'clock the enemy
hauled down hie colors and hoisted the white flag, we
having fired five shots. Stesmod near the Iron-clad and
Drdered a host to be sent alongside.
At s quarter to six o'clock Lieutenant Alexander came

Dn board to surrender the rebel Iron-clad Atlanta. He
reported the vessel aground on the sand spit that makes

bis sword. Sent a prize crew to take charge of the TesteI, under the command of Lieutenant Commander D. B.
Harmony, of the Nahant. Sent also Lieutenant CommanderJ. J. Cornwall, of this veeael, and Acting First
Assistant Engineer J. G. Young, to take charge of the
engine.
